O Police investigating separate cases, one 
with a dead woman and the other a dead man 


Halifax police are investigating two 
separate homicides from over the 
weekend. 

In one case, a man found the 
body of a dead woman in the 
Vivian’s Way area of Shubie Park 
in Dartmouth just after 10:30 a.m. 
Saturday while out for a walk. 

The woman’s remains were 
identified as those of 27-year-old 
Christina Kathleen Cline of Dart¬ 
mouth after an autopsy yesterday. 

Police spokeswoman Theresa 
Rath said investigators seized 
Cline’s red 2000 Chevrolet Venture 
van on Saturday evening in hopes 
of finding clues in the case. 

“It’s really uncertain at this point 
what happened to Christina,” Rath 
said. “We’re still trying to piece 
together the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding her death.” 

Seventy-year-old Glenn Francis 
Oakley was also identified by police 
as the victim of a homicide yester¬ 
day following the completion of an 
autopsy. 

Two women found Oakley on

the sidewalk of a bridge on Diys- 
dale Road at 10:30 p.m. Saturday 
in Spryfield while they were out 
for a walk. They called out for help 
and a passerby determined Oakley 
was in “medical distress” and called 
police. 

Paramedics took Oakley to hos¬ 
pital where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Police said Oakley liked to go for 
walks in the evening around the 
area where his body was found, and 
would often cut through the 
grounds of J.L. Ilsley High School. 

“We’re asking anyone if they 
may have seen him out for a walk 
(Saturday) night to please contact 
police,” said Rath, who added they 
believe the incident may have been 
random. “We’re interested in what 
route he may have taken and if he 
may have interacted with anyone.”

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Just a few months after re¬ 
turning from Libya, HMCS 
Charlottetown will be re¬ 
deployed as part of NA¬

the Mediterranean. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay revealed yester¬ 
day that the ship will 
leave Halifax in January 
2012, for a year-long mis¬ 
sion of monitoring and re¬ 
porting vessels suspected 
to be involved in terror¬ 
ism. 

HMCS Vancouver, 
which relieved the Char¬ 
lottetown in Libya, will re¬ 


main in the Mediter¬ 
ranean until then, as part 
of NATO’s Operation Ac¬ 
tive Endeavour. 

“HMCS Vancouver will 
be tasked ... to take part in 
such events as locating, 
tracking, reporting, board¬ 
ing vessels of interest sus¬ 
pected in international 
terrorism,” MacKay told 
reporters at the closing of 
the Halifax International 
Security Forum yesterday. 

“The Royal Canadian 
Navy will remain a pres¬ 
ence in the Mediterranean 
Sea until the end of 2012.” 

MacKay said the deci¬ 
sion to keep a presence in 
the Mediterranean was 
partly out of consideration 


that (Syria) is weighing 
heavily on our mind, (but) 
the primary purpose is to 
contribute to anti-terrorist 
operations,” MacKay said. 

It is not known how 
much the mission will 
cost — defence depart¬ 
ment officials are analyz¬ 
ing that now. 

MacKay’s spokesman 
Jay Paxton said it will de¬ 
pend on where exactly the 
ships will be in the 
Mediterranean and how 
much fuel it will take to 
get them there. 

Paxton noted the mis¬ 
sion to Libya came in ap¬ 
proximately $12 million 
under budget, totaling 
about $48 million.

She 
was headed towards Big Al’s 
to meet her boyfriend, but 
never arrived. After a mas¬ 
sive search, her body was 
found in a wooded area of 
Heathbell on Nov. 5. 

No arrests have been 
made in Kirwan’s murder.

A military judge says offi¬ 
cers in the Canadian mili¬ 
tary were partly to blame 
for lax firearms safety in 
Afghanistan as he sen¬ 
tenced a former Nova Sco¬ 
tia reservist Friday to four 
years in jail for fatally 
shooting a fellow soldier. 

Lt.-Col. Louis-Vincent 
dAuteuil said Matthew 
Wilcox was well trained 
and “should have known 
better” than to point a 
loaded pistol at his best 
friend, Cpl. Kevin Megeney, 
on March 6, 2007. 

But dAuteuil also said 
senior Kandahar Airfield of¬ 
ficers hadn’t done enough 
to crack down on improper 
handling of firearms before 
and during the deployment 
of Wilcox’s unit. 

“No discipline was im¬ 
posed other than warning 
soldiers,” the judge said, re¬ 
ferring to incidents where 
soldiers would fail to un¬ 


load the magazines from 
their pistols after leaving a 
shooting range on the base. 

“All combined brought 
an atmosphere ... where a 
human being forgot to un¬ 
load his weapon, pointed 
and fired at somebody and 
killed somebody. He is re¬ 
sponsible, but the Canadian 
Forces must be blamed for 
not having the proper lead¬ 
ership in the circum¬ 
stances.” 

The judge convicted the 
Glace Bay man earlier last 
week of criminal negli¬ 
gence causing death and 
negligent performance of a 
military duty in the death 
of Megeney, a reservist 
from Stellarton. 

It was Wilcox’s second 
conviction. An earlier ver¬ 
dict was set aside last year 
after his lawyers argued the 
military jury wasn’t proper¬ 
ly balanced.

Two University of Califor¬ 
nia, Davis police officers in¬ 
volved in pepper spraying 
seated protesters are being 
placed on administrative 
leave as the chancellor of 
the school accelerates the 
investigation into the inci¬ 
dent. 

UC Davis Chancellor Lin¬ 
da Katehi yesterday said 
she has been inundated 
with reaction over the inci¬ 
dent, in which an officer 
dispassionately fires pep¬ 
per spray on a line of sit¬ 
ting demonstrators. 

Video of the incident 
was circulated widely on 
YouTube, Facebook and 
Twitter, and the universi¬ 
ty’s faculty association 
called on Katehi to resign, 
saying there had been a 
“gross failure of leader¬ 
ship.” 

Katehi said she takes 
“full responsibility for the 
incident” but has resisted 
calls for her resignation, 


instead pledging to take ac¬ 
tions to make sure “that 
this does not happen 
again.” 

The incident reverberat¬ 
ed well beyond the univer¬ 
sity, with condemnations 
and defences of police 
from elected officials and 
from the wider public on 
Facebook and Twitter. 

“On its face, this is an 
outrageous action for po¬ 


lice to methodically pepper 
spray passive demonstra¬ 
tors who were exercising 
their right to peacefully 
protest at UC Davis,” said 
Darrell Steinberg, Califor¬ 
nia Senate president Pro 
Tern, in a statement.

A U.S. woman who wanted 
to work at a nightclub start¬ 
ed searching for someone 
who could perform plastic 
surgery at a cheap price to 
give her a curvier body. Po¬ 
lice say what she found was 
a woman posing as a doctor 
who filled her buttocks 
with cement, mineral oil 
and flat-tire sealant. 

The suspect, Oneal Ron 
Morris, 30—who police say 
was born a man and identi¬ 
fies as a woman — was ar¬ 
rested Friday after a year on 
the lam and has been 
charged with practising 
medicine without a licence 
with serious bodily injury. 

Police photos show Mor¬ 


ris as a small-framed 
woman with bee-stung 
pouty lips, arched eye¬ 
brows, oversized hoop ear¬ 
rings — and a large 
backside.

Egyptian soldiers and po¬ 
lice set fire to protest tents 
in Cairo’s Tahrir Square 
and fired tear gas and rub¬ 
ber bullets in a major as¬ 
sault yesterday to drive out 
thousands demanding that 
the military rulers quickly 
transfer power to a civilian 
government. At least 11 
protesters were killed and 
hundreds were injured. 

It was the second day of 
clashes marking a sharp 
escalation of tensions on 
Egypt’s streets a week be¬ 
fore the first elections 
since the ouster of long¬ 
time authoritarian leader 
Hosni Mubarak in Febru¬ 
ary. The military took over 
the countiy, promising a 
swift transition to civilian 
rule. But the pro-democra¬ 
cy protesters who led the 
uprising have grown in¬ 
creasingly angry with the 
ruling generals, and sus¬ 
pect they are trying to 
cling to power even after 
an elected parliament is 
seated and a new president 
is voted in. 

Street battles continued 
throughout the day and 
long into the night, 


spreading to side streets 
and sending a wave of in¬ 
juries to makeshift clinics 
on the streets. 

The military-backed 
Cabinet said in a state¬ 
ment that elections set to 
begin on Nov. 28 would 
take place on time and 
thanked the police for 
their “restraint,” language 
that is likely to enrage the 
protesters even more. 

“We're not going any¬ 
where,” protester Mo¬ 
hammed Radwan said 
after security forces tried 
unsuccessfully to push the 
crowds out of Tahrir, the

epicenter of the uprising. 
“The mood is good now 
and people are chanting 
again,” he added after 
many of the demonstra¬ 
tors returned. 

The two days of clashes 
were some of the worst 
since the uprising ended 
on Feb. 11. 


They were also one of 
only a few violent con¬ 
frontations to involve the 
police since the uprising. 
The blaclc-clad police were 
a hated symbol of 
Mubarak's regime and af¬ 
ter the uprising, they have 
largely stayed in the back¬ 
ground while the militaiy 
took charge of security. 

The military, which 
took over from Mubarak, 
has repeatedly pledged to 
hand power to an elected 
civilian government, but 
has yet to set a specific 
date. The protests over the 
past two days have de¬ 
manded a specific date be 
set. 

According to one 
timetable floated by the 
army, the handover will 
happen after presidential 
elections late next year or 
early in 2013. The protest¬ 
ers say this is too long and 
accuse the military of drag¬ 
ging its feet. They want a 
handover immediately af¬ 
ter the end of the stag¬ 
gered parliamentary 
elections, which begin on 
Nov. 28 and end in March.

It was frustration. We’ve 
gone backwards in the 
last five to 10 years.

Canadian cheese lovers, 
Marianne Renaut feels your 
pain. 

The Belgian-born Quebe¬ 
cer is shocked by the high 
price of Canadian dairy, and 
grocery store trips rekindle 
a longing for the bargains 
available in Europe. 

So what’s the story with 
Canadian grocery prices? It 
begins with supply man¬ 
agement. 

The system is a hidden, 
ubiquitous part of everyday 
life. It affects the market for 
Canadian milk, cheese, yo¬ 
gurt, chicken and eggs — 
which can be vastly more 
expensive here than in the 
U.S., with the gap widening, 
according to the OECD. 

A staple of the rural 
economy, it’s now the sub¬ 
ject of a heated debate, 
amid international free- 
trade talks and growing 


doubt about its future. 

The decades-old system 
was designed to protect 
Canadian farmers from 
volatile market fluctuations 
with made-in-Canada mini¬ 
mum prices. It also imposes 
tariff controls on foreign 
competition and sets quo¬ 
tas for domestic producers. 

Critics say it artificially 
drives up prices at the cash 
register and limits innova¬ 
tion. Farmers, meanwhile, 
argue that it preserves their 
way of life and cross-border 
price comparisons only tell 
part of the stoiy. 

News last week that the 
federal government might 
face pressure to abandon it 
during negotiations for a 
trans-Pacific trade zone cre¬ 
ated political sparring. But 
the protectionist system ap¬ 
pears secure, at least in the 
short term, the Canadian press 


We’re starting to spend 
more than ever and save 
less. 

How is it different? 

It’s dated now at 22 years, 
but for the most part The 
Wealthy Barber was 
conventional wisdom, 
repackaged in a format 
that made it more accessi¬ 
ble. This book is more my 
opinions and my observa¬ 
tions. ... This isn’t about the 
numbers, most of the mis¬ 
takes that people make are 
because they’re sabotaging 
their own situations 
through psychological 
breakdowns. 

What advice do you give? 

We can’t continue to pay 
two and three per cent to 
mutual-fund-management 
companies. They have the 
right to be profitable, but 
they’re too profitable in 
Canada.... You’re not look¬ 
ing for anything for free, 
but it has to be at a more 
reasonable level. The 
second piece of advice is to 
put up with the volatility. 
You can’t keep jumping in 
and out of the markets.... 
Inevitably you’re going to 
jump in and out of the mar¬ 


kets at the wrong time.... A 
lot of the most successful 
investors that I run across 
don’t pay any attention. 
What was most challenging 
about writing the book? 

On stage when you use hu¬ 
mour, you can use intona¬ 
tion and facial expressions. 
When you take that away 
and use only the printed 
page, it’s way harder. Occa¬ 
sionally I would write 
something down I thought 
was funny. I would read it 
to someone on the phone 
and they’d think it was fun¬ 
ny, but I’d have someone 
read it and they’d say, “I 
don’t think it’s funny.” 

Why does the format work? 
Short chapters and a lot of 
humour. We’ve seen such a 
difference in the past 15 
years in terms of people’s 
attention spans. They’re so 
trained to want things in 
short bursts. Long, text- 
heavy books don’t work. 
When it comes to finance, 
where people are 
intimidated to begin with, 
if you throw 38 pages at 
them without a break 
they’re never going to get 
through it.

I wanted to ask Rocky Jones 
about his Wednesday lecture 
titled The Struggle for Human 
Rights in African Nova Scotian

No problem.

Not today. He was a panellist at a 
national conference on public policy. On 
Saturday, he was in Truro, keynote speak¬ 
er at an International Year for People of 
African Descent symposium. Then to 
Ottawa for the Canadian Broadcast 
Standards Council (he’s on the private broadcast 
industry’s regional panel). And back to Halifax to prepare 
the inaugural talk in Dalhousie University’s James Robin¬ 
son Johnston Distinguished Lecture Series. 

I thought you’d retired. 

He laughs. 

No one is better positioned to speak about the struggle 
for human rights in Nova Scotia over the past 50 years — 
and the next 50 — than Burnley (Rocky) Jones. He’s cen¬ 
tral to that struggle.

During the mid-60s, 

Jones and his then wife set 
up Kwacha House, a drop-in 
centre for inner-city youth. 
It so frightened city fathers 
they lobbied to shut it 
down. 

In 1968, he invited the 
Black Panthers to Halifax. 
Ottawa quickly funded the 
“moderate” Black United 
Front to undercut his grow¬ 
ing popularity among 
“disaffected negroes.” 

Someone set his house 
on fire — twice — and the 
RCMP began not-so-secretly 
following him. 

In 1970, he helped lead a 
March on city hall by thou¬ 
sands of activists after city 
council secretly (some 

things never change) hired a racist city manager. This 
time, the good guys won. 

In 1970, he helped launch Dalhousie University’s 
unique Transition Year Program so local blacks and 
natives could succeed in university. Later, he developed 
innovative employment programs for ex-inmates, ran 
unsuccessfully for political office and launched a massive 
oral history project to record the stories of black elders. 

After graduating from Dalhousie’s then-new 
indigenous black and Mi’kmaq law program in 1992, he 
became one of Nova Scotia’s preeminent civil-rights 
lawyers, arguing cases all the way to the Supreme Court. 

He was in the news again recently, lobbying successful¬ 
ly against the appointment of a white outsider to head 
the Africville Heritage Society. 

Unsurprisingly, he has opinions on the current state — 
and future direction — of our province’s human-rights 
movement. 

“But you’ll have to come to the speech for those,” he 
says.

ANOTHER CANADIAN 
CLICHE PUT TO REST. 

A survey conducted for 
Environment Canada 
suggests not all Canadi¬ 
ans are actually obsessed 
with the weather. 

Only 70 per cent said 
they’re veiy likely to 
check the forecast on a 
typical day and only 63 
per cent said the forecast 
is important to them. 

And while 79 per cent 
of Canadians thought 
it’s important that 
meteorologists be right 
about how much it’s 
going to snow, that was 
down five percentage 
points from 2002. 

“Most Canadians... 
feel that the weather 
information they receive 
provides enough 
information to make 
decisions or plans,” the 
study says. 

The survey suggests a 
growing number of 
Canadians are getting 
weather information off 
the Internet, but TV and 
radio remain the first 
and second choices for 
respondents, with 
weather-specific 
channels topping the 
list. 

When it comes to 
warnings, most Canadi¬ 
ans get that information 
from local radio, the 
study says.

Caribou play 
peekaboo 

A vast herd of northern caribou that 
scientists feared had vanished from 
the face of the Earth has been found, 
safe and sound — pretty much where 
aboriginal elders said it would be all 
along. 

“The Beverly herd has not 
disappeared,” said John Nagy, lead 
author of a recently published study 
that has biologists across the North 
relieved. 

Those scientists were shaken by a 
2009 survey on the traditional calving 


grounds of the Beverly herd. A herd 
that once numbered 276,000 animals 
seemed to have completely 
disappeared, the most dramatic and 
chilling example of a general decline 
in barren-ground caribou. 

But Nagy’s research — and 
consultation with the communities 
that live with the animals — 
concludes differently. 

It turns out that the Beverly herd 
has simply shifted its calving grounds. 

Nunavut government biologist 
Mitch Campbell said a survey suggests 
Beverly numbers remain healthy. 

While scientists are excited, aborigi¬ 
nal elders are more likely to shrug. 

Next time scientists should pay 
them a little more mind, Campbell

You must try 
my green 
cleaning 
recipe, called 
all-purpose 
powder. It’s veiy easy to 
make — it only takes two 
ingredients. 


In a container, combine 
a 50:50 mixture of borax 
and washing soda. Stir and 
then sprinkle into toilet, 
scrub and rinse. 

This recipe works well 
with a white vinegar chas¬ 
er, too. 

Don’t add vinegar to the 
powder. 

Instead, after scrubbing, 
pour about half a cup of 
white vinegar in the toilet. 

Let it sit to disinfect and 
deodorize before flushing. 


Add borax and washing 
soda to your next grocery 
list — they’re key ingredi¬ 
ents in most of my 
favourite green cleaning 
recipes, available at 
queenofgreen.ca. 

Borax, or sodium borate, 
is a naturally occurring al¬ 
kaline mineral salt. 

It’s effective because it 
disinfects, fights mould 
and mildew and whitens. 

You can find a box, for 
about $7, in the laundry 


aisle of most grocery 
stores. 

Most people will recog¬ 
nize the borax box from 
their grandmother’s 
pantry. 

Washing soda, or sodi¬ 
um carbonate, is more 
caustic and has a higher pH 
than its cousin, baking so¬ 
da. 

Fewer mainstream gro¬ 
cery chains carry washing 
soda, although Arm and 
Hammer distributes it. 


If you can’t find it at 
your local grocer in the 
laundry aisle, check out 
health food stores or organ¬ 
ic grocers. 

Borax and washing soda 
are found in a host of green 
cleaning recipes because 
they are versatile, afford¬ 
able and eco-friendly. 

But even things from na¬ 
ture can be harmful, so 
store borax and all green 
cleaning products safely 
away from children and 


pets. 

Finished products you 
make should also be clearly 
labelled. 

And don’t underesti¬ 
mate baking soda, which 
on its own lifts dirt, de¬ 
odorizes and whitens. You 
can even substitute wash¬ 
ing soda for baking soda in 
this recipe.
